ready, to resume conversations 
about the armistice.”

' However, Eisenhower said, “I 
dop’t . meap to. say that ,we’d 
have used those/great big things 
and destroyed cities, but we 
would use them enough to win 
and we, of course, would have 
tried to keep them on military 
targets^ not civil targets.”
